3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 9/8/06,1/22/08, and 
8/7/08 was filed before the mailing date of the non-final rejection on 10/26/09. The

9. Claim 71 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

1 0. In claim 71 , the phrase " an output voltage of the device " is vague and indefinite 
since it is not clear from the claim what structure creates the output voltage. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

12. Claims 66-70, 72, 80-88, 102-105, and 110-119 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for omitting essential elements, 
such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The 
omitted elements are: the tunnel barrier height in a specified eV range. 

13. Claims 72-89, 102-105, and 110-119 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted 
elements are: the first and second ferromagnetic material layers having a BCC 
structure. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is cited primarily to show the 
product of the instant invention.
